A mine supe-rintei»de!)t of 32 years' ex-

3 slope1 of 
the Sus'iuc-hanna Coal company In De- 
cember. 1S*5. Thoso men were caught 
In a "rush" of water from the .surface. 
Their bodies were buried under a mntin- 
'tain of coa! refuse. Three hundred men 
labored for more than two weeks to 
rescue them, but the more debris they 
took out. the more rushed in from the 
surface opening. As the task was a 
Hopeless one, it was finally abandoned, 
and the portion of the mine where the 
men diod was closed up. A wooden 
monument miw marks the spot on the 
mountain of coal and dirt, under which 
Jles the remains of the 26 victims. 


The supposition that there is water In 


the Twin shaft is well founded. Doth 
the Lackawanna and Husquehanna riv- 
ers run in close proximity to Ihe- shaft. 
From the surface to the point where 
Ihe rock begins, there is at least river 
•wash to the depth of 140 feet. From 
this point down to the bottom, or the 
level where the men are, there was, 
previous to the fall, 280 feet of rock. So
